FLEDTO GUNBOATATVERACRUZ 


Accompanied by Three Others, Dial 


Seeks Protection of Americans, Fear 


ing For Their Lives. 


Washington, Ort. 20.—General Felix 
Diaz and two Mexican companions and 
in American newspaper correspondent 
named Williams are now on board the 
I’nitod 
States gunboat W heeling in 
the harbor of Vera Cruz, having taken 
refuge there under the plea that tHeil 
lives are in danger. 
This was reported to the state de 
parlm^nt by Rear Admiral Fletcher, 
com m andite the battleships in Mexi­ 
can waters. The admiral said that he 
would hold Diaz and his party until 
w druoted by Washington what dispo­ 
sition to make of them. 
At the state department 
it 
was 
learned that no derision has vet been 
reached regarding the refugees. See

Bryan 
cabled 
to

'fetcher requesting him to ask Diaz 
•ml his Mexican 
companions what 
they wish to do. A derision as to their 
Hsposftie.fi will he re a c h 'd tiff cr Diaz 
bas expressed his desires in the mat­ 
ter. 
If Diaz stat civ that ha wishes to get 
tut of Mexico, undoubtedly the United 
States will aid him to do so. The most 
satisfactory procedure, as far as this 
government is concerned, would be 
for him to express sinh a desire, and 
theft Admiral Fletcher could place him 
upon the next steamship leaving Vera 
Cruz for the United States or Cuba. 
In regard to Williams, the state de­ 
partment is inclined to believe that 
there is no good reason why he should 
not remain in Vera Cruz, provided he 
does not wish to leave Mexico alto­ 
gether.

States is bound to present to European 
governments some practical and con­ 
crete plan for bringing about the res­ 
toration of order in the southern re­ 
public.

Under pressure from European pow­ 
ers, President Wilson has pladged the 
Cnited States government to make a 
Infinite secernent of policy in regard 
to Mexico.

Multi-Millionaire Succumbs to 
Heart Faiiura 


HIS

Famous Stock plunger and Sportsman 


Passed Away In Few Minutes at 


Cody, Wyo. 


Cody, Wyo., Oct. 29.-C harles O. 
Gates, multi-milionairv, stock plunger, 
athlete, sportsman and -on bf the late 
John Wt "B ateau e-million” Gates, is 
dead. 
He was thirt) -even years old. 
Heart failure killed him. He *ollaps- 
cd in tho railroad station at Cody and 
died a few minutes later. 
His wife, 
formerly Miss Florence Hopwood, of 
Minneapolish*was wfth him at the time 
of his death.' 
Mr. and Mta. Gates left their home 
in Minneapolis some tim** ago for a 
trip west. They had ti » definite itiner­ 
ary laid out—or if they did they kept 
it secret. 
They were just traveling 
about. The trip was made in the hope 
that Mr. Gates would regain his health, 
which 
had 
been failing for several 
months—although his condition 
was 
not thought to be serious. 
The death of Mr. (Tates takes one 
of tho most picturesque figures in the 
world of finance, romance, sport and 
club Ilf*'. His father was famous for 
his offer to “bet a million.’’ Tho son. 
inheritor of $40,OM,OOO. was in his own 
way no less famous. His raids on the 
stork m arket time and again were the 
talk of Wall siree*. 
\nd he always 
won 
In Philadelphia on •*** ho waved 
aside several hundred dollar lulls, de­ 
claring them “truck.” There is hardly 
a elty in the United States or in the 
larger 
countries 
of 
Europe 
whore 
Gates is not known. Between sorties 
on the stock market he would travel 
here and there, from New York to 
Philadelphia, or Washington, and then. 
a few weeks later, to Paris, London or 
Berlin—though he liked Paris best. It 
is sold he gave away $1,000,000 a year 
In tips. 
Gate* was particularly noted for the 
love he bore his father, the late John 
W. Gates. The (lightest illness of the 
latter was enough to make his son 
drop w hatever he had in hand and 
rush to his side across th** country, or 
if need be, across the ocean. A few 
years back he crested a nation wide 
sensation by speeding all about the 
•oiintry with his lather in a private 
•ar. now trying a physician in this 
city, now one in another. I.ater when a 
*able announced that his father was 
ill in Paris, young Gates rushed to the 
dock in New' Y rk. boarded a boat Just 
about to sail. Qfflrert told him all the 
staterooms on the boat had been en­ 
gaged, hut Gates insisted that if ne­ 
cessary he would sle« p on a couch in 
the salon. 
“ My lather is ill. 
Ho has cabled me 
and I must go to him,'* ho said dog­ 
gedly. 
And he went. 
It was that ill­ 
ness, by the way, to which the elder 
Gates succumbed. 
Charles Gates was twice married. 
His first wife divorced him about tw’o 
years ago. The reasons for the divorce 
wert* never made public. A few months 
later, Immediately following the d*»;tth 
of his father. Gates admitted that he 
was engaged to marry Miss Florence 
Hopwood, of Minneapolis.

mony was performed Sept. 27, 1911, in

They Are Charged W ith Conspiracy 


and Accepting Bribes to Vote For 


Fire Apparatus. 


Reading, Pa., Oct. 29.—Three coun­ 
cilmen and a city clerk are under ar­ 
rest on charges of conspiracy, made by 
ihe Philadelphia branch of a detective 
agency. 
A police detective, Hallisaey, of the 
Reading police department, is the nom­ 
inal prosecutor. 
The accused men are Councilmen 
John R. Lewis, hotelman; Andrew J. 
Flemming, machinist; James M. Cum­ 
mings, president of select council and 
candidate for council under the com­ 
mission plan at the November elec­ 
tion. and L. S. R am sey, city clerk. All 
gave bail before Alderman C. W. Yar­ 
nell for court or a hearing. 
J. H. Sloan, from the Philadelphia 
detective agency, is the prime mover 
In the movement to “make a clean up" 
at city hall and worked quietly at a 
hotel for several weeks. He posed aa 
a promoter of fire apparatus and fram­ 
ed up hts room at the hotel with d»- 
te< tophones and other such appliances. 
Several hundred dollars is involved 
in the “gift" which Sloan der lares wag 
accepted by the accused men. 
Sloan 
had arranged to sell the city a motor 
attachment for one of the Reading fire 
companies. He says he became Inti­ 
mate with the accused men and that 
one of the men accepted $25 In mark­ 
ed bi Ms a short time before his arrest. 
This man insists that the money was 
accepted in the sense of a campaign 
contribution. 
The 
accused men arb prominent 
I^w is and Ramsey are Republicans. 
while the others are Democrats. Mayor 
Stratton is reported to be back of th* 
investigation. 
The friends of Cum­ 
mings declare the arrests to be for 
political 
effect, 
intended to defeat 
Cummings at the election next Tues­ 
day. The affair caused the greatest 
political sensation that Reading has 
ever known. 
Cummings 
has 
been a power in 
councils for years, leading the Demo­ 
cratic party. He has been antagonistic 
to 
Mayor Stratton’s 
administra’ion, 
and considerable bitterness has existed 
for s o m e time. 
“ Politics." protested 
Cummings. 
"I have not been arrested 
but was requested to enter $500 bail 
at my own convenience. 
That shows 
something.” 
Even more startling than the arrests 
on the bribery charge is some of the 
evidence which tfie detectives allege 
they have obtained through the de ter 
tophone, which bas been in frequent 
use. 
That an attempt was made to 
blackmail 
Mayor Stratton Is also a 
part of the charge which the detec­ 
tives make agains* City c*erk Ram 
sey as the prime mover. 
E 
O. Conklin!, manager 
of 
the 
Philadelphia office of the- Burns de 
tectlve agency, told 
re porters 
that 
Ramsey had admitted an attempt to 
blackmail Mayor Stratton by having 
a woman go Into the mayor's office and 
then be caught in an embarrassing 
situation. 
“This was framed by Ramsey, who 
said he was a friend of the mayor,*’ 
said 
the 
manager of the detective 
age ncy, "but it wan not carried out." 
The affair will likely have some* ef 
feet upon the pending election, .lame- 
Cummings Is one of the candidates 
for council, but Lewis and Flemming 
were defeated for the nomination at 
the primaries in September.

mings has long been the Democratic 
leader in council.
